This curious field was first brought Into 


tbe highest prominence by tho celebrated 
Swiss physician, Dr. Friedrich Mesmer. 
A strange" combination of discoverer and 
cjnack, of brilliant intellectual powers and 
di ficient moral qualities, he kept Europe 
in a turmoil from about 1770 to 1785. The 
mere fact that tho words mesmerize and 
mesmerism, coined in his honor, have en- 
d i ired tbe wear and tear of more than a 
century bears witness to the power of 
tbo man's personality. 


The expressions animal magnetism and 


personal magnetism were his creations 
mid arc as much in vogue today as in his 
luxurious parlors on the Place Vendome. 
lie seems to have known P. T. Barnum's 
t-reat principle that "human nature loves 
t..l>«ljui)>l>ii««i-d «nd will pay for it pro- 
portionately," for the few scientific truths 
w hich he apprehended were so weighted 
down with charlatanry and mummery of 
t lie idlest kind as to escape the attention 
of tho scientific world of his time. 


Though denounced by such men as 


Franklin, Lavoisier and Bailly, and in 
nfter years neglected and forgotten by the 
people whose idol he once was, he did a 
••real work for the race despite tho dis- 
honest surroundings under which it was 
i onducted, for after all modern hypuc- 
tisra is nothing more or less than mes 
mcrism. In creating the new name sci- 
i nlists have only beaten about tbe bush. 


Mesmer was followed by the notorious 


impostor Cagliostro, by d'Eslon, Marias 
and. greatest, the Marquis de Pnysegur. 
The lust named had a strong scientific 
licnt and early called attention to mes- 
meric features which theretofore had been 
overlooked. He was undoubtedly the first 
'o give careful study to those phenomena, 
which for lack of better words we sum up 
and indicate by such clumsy terms as som- 
nambulism, clairvoyance, clairaudlence, 
mind reading, thought transference, will 
control and the like. 


Since his time comparatively little new 


and original work has been done in this 
fleld of n-spnrcb, but au immense amount 
has been accomplished in studying details, 
ascertaining conditions and 
classifying 


phenomena. It will probably surprise tho 
reader to know that over 800 large volumes 
have been written upon tbe subject by sci- 
entific men of high standing and that the 
work goes steadily on. Among the more 
eminent investigators may be mentioned 
Dr. James Braid, Dr. Hack Tuck and Dr. 
Ireland, of England; the late Dr. George 
N. Beard, Dr. Grimes and Dr. William F. 
Hammond, of the United States; Baron 
von Reichenbach, Dr. Preyer and Profes- 
sor Weinhold, of Germany; Professor 
Hansen, of Denmark; Dr. Bjornstrom, of 
Sweden; Professor Azaru, Dr. Broca, Dr. 
Liebnult, Professor Richet, and, last in 
point of time, but one of tbe greatest in 
talent, Professor Charcot, the neurologist, 
of France.

Water Clocks of Olden TimoL 


It appears that the Assyrians were tha 


first people to divide the day into portions 
of time, also that they were the inventors 
of the clepsydra, or water clock, the divi- 
sion of time and the invention both belong- 
ing to a period too remote for precise cal- 
culation. All that we know of the history 
of the clepsydra is' ' jrthe apparatus was 
in use at the time', ^the overflow of the 
first Assyrian empire, B. C. TC9, 


This water clock, the first of the time- 


keepers, was nothing more than a cylin- 
drical brass vessel capable of holding .sev- 
eral gallons of water. At one hide there 
was a very small hole through which the 
water was allowed to trickle, something 
after the fashion of tlie emptying of an 
hourglass. From experiments- rr.ade on 
recently discovered clepsydras it is calcu- 
lated that one would empty itself about 
once everv two haiirn 
ITn.<«» u.o 10%,, „* 
Piiul, the royal palace of Nicevah, as well 
as eacli of the principal districts of the 
city, possessed a water clock of the same 
size, shape and capacity. They were filled 
at a signal from the watchman on the 
tower, who was stationed there to proclaim I 
the moment of the rising of the sun. 


During tlie day they were in the custody 


of officials whose duty it was to flll them 
as often as they became empty. Besides 
tlioso "time masters" there was a regular 
start of criers, working under municipal 
authority, who, as often as tlie clocks were 
emptied, passed through tlie principal

thost watchful guardians are simply blood 
cells, but they are called phagocytes and 
seem to be endowed with an extraordinary 
amount of reason. They have independent 
powi r of motion and not only wander in- 
side the veins, but often make their way 
outs.de the tissues and pursue, devour and 
digest any bacilli, whether poisonous or 
otherwise, with which they come in con- 
tact. 
\ 
So long as these phagocytes remain ou 


guaid the body is safe from attack, but 
sboi.ld they relax their vigilance millions 
of invading parasites would pass into the 
bloo 1 and destroy life, either by numerous 
meciiauical lesions or the poisons which 
the} secrete. The discovery of the uses of 
the phagocytes, which only dates back to 
Janaary, IHill, is one of the most marvel- 
ous revelations of modern science.—St. 
Louis Republic.

Bcience that has been made within the last 
year or two is the fact that a beam of light 
produces bound. 
A beam of sunlight is 


thrown through a lens on a glass vessel 
that contains lampblack, colored silk or 
worsted, or other substances. A disk hav- 
ing slits or openings cut in it is made t5 
levolve swiftly in this beam of light, so as 
to cut it up, thus making alternate flashes 
of light and shadow, 


Ou putting the ear to the glass vessel 


strange sounds are heard so long as the 
flashing beam is falling on the vessel. 
Recently a more wondeiful discovery has 
been made. A beam of. sunlight is caused 
to pass through a prism so as to produce 
what is called the solar spectrum, or rain- 
bow. The disk is turned, and the colored 
light of the rainbow is made to,break 
thiough it. 


Now place the ear to the vessel contain- 


ing the silk, wool or other material. As 
the colored lights of the spectrum fall upon 
it sounds will be given by different pares 
of tho spectrum, arid there will be silence 
in other parts. 


For instance, if the vessel contains rod 


worsted aad the green light flashes upon 
it loud sounds will be given. Only feeblo 
sounds will be heard if the red and blue 
paits of the rainbow fall upon the vessel, 
and other colors make no sound at all. 
Green Bilk gives sounds best in a red light. 


Every kind of material gives more or 


less sound in different colors and utters no 
sound in others.—Pearson's Weekly.

Tho Manufacture of Pins. 


Ill 1775 a prize was offered to the colo- 


nists of Carolina who introduced the first 
native pins and needles. During the war 
of 1B12, when, owing to restrictions upon 
commerce the price of pins rose to tho 
enormous price of one dollar per paper, the 
manufacture was actually started in the 
United States, but does not seem to have 
met with success, as the enterprise was 
soon abandoned. 
The industry was not 


fairly started in this country until the 
year 1836. 


The early pins in this country, as in Eng- 


land, were made with globular heads ol 
fine twisted wire, made separately, and se- 
cured to the shank by compression from a 
falling block and die. These old pins hai 
the misfortune of often partin j^with their 
heads. It was to overcome th™ difficulty 
that the attention of early inventors was 
directed. The solid headed pin, in com 
mon use today, took the place of the old 
form about 1840.—H. T. Hopkins in Wash 
Ington Poat.

Tho Figaro has devoted four columns to 


tho discussion of the question whether 
magistrates, are justified in using hypno- 
tism as a menus of eliciting tho truth from 
persons suspected of crime. It has con- 
sulted a number of eminent medical men, 
magistrates and jurisconsults on tho sub- 
ject, and it is consoling to find that these 
authorities have almost unanimously con- 
demned the proposal that the law should 
officially recognize hypnotism as an insti u- 
montof justice. Thu severely logical ob- 
jection of Jf. Leveille, professor of crim- 
inal law, ought to bo a sufficient answer to 
those who would Imvo criminalit experi- 
mented upon like tho inmates of tho Snl- 
petiiere: 'Whose who believe in hypno- 
tism maintain that the hypnotist has com- 
mand over the hypnotised. 
How then 


could they place any faith in tlie replies 
given by a hypnotized person since, accord- 
ing to their own principles, such replies 
would bo echoes rather than confessions?" 


M. Adolphe Guillot, of the institute, be- 


lieves that hypnotism will never bo able to 
obtain a footing in French legal practice, 
Tied froeuoin in sell uercus"c, wlifeli Is'the 
right of every accused person. Still more 
emphatic is Dr. Charcot in condemning 
the proposal, which if acted upon would in 
his opinion place medical men in much the 
same position as that which they occupied 
in relation to tho torture system of tho 
Middle Ages. 


His professional feeling in the matter is 


fully shared by Dr. Brouardle, who goes so 
far as to say that "notoneof us would Ic-iid 
himself to such a villainous business." He 
nevertheless admits that hypnotism has 
rendered a service to justice under certain 
peculiar circumstance-^ When a person 
accused of a crime shows symptoms of 
nervous disorder and there is reason to t u.s- 
pect a relationship between this state and 
the criminal act with which ho in charged 
it is tho duty of medical science to employ 
every means for determining whether this 
person's conduct is or is not under the im- 
mediate influence of abnormal conditions. 


Dr. Mon tot recalls two Instances in which 


hypnotism has been used in the restricted 
and special manner approved by Dr. Brou- 
ardlu for furthering tho ends of justice. 
In one cu.su a servant girl was accused by 
her mistress of stealing her jewels. The 
girl denied tlie cliarue with everv amir ,ir- 
she acknowledged that shuliad stolen tbe 
jewels and told whero she had hidden 
them. The e.xperimuiit was repeated before 
the court, and tbo proof was considered 
conclusive that she had committed the 
theft wbilo in tho somnambulist state, mid 
it was only when this condition returned 
that she bud any consciousness of what sbo 
hud done. Her moral irresponsibility was 
therefore held to be established. 
In tho 


other case Dr. Moutet himself obtained 
the acquittal of a man charged with a 
serious offense by proving that he was 
liable to fall involuntarily into the hyp- 
notic state, and then to commit various 
acts of which he had no recollection what- 
ever when his normal condition returned. 


It will be perceived from this that 1 yp- 


uotism has already got the thin edge ot tho 
wedge into judicial practice in France. 
The medical profession generally is doubt- 
less strongly opposed to its being pushed 
any further; nut the question is, Will they 
be able to keep it where it is?—Philadelphia 
Telegraph. 


Chinese Medical Students in England. 
A great future is before the young 


Chinamen who are studying medicine in 
England. They have all the native popu- 
lation of Hong-Kong as possible patients, 
and beyond these the 300,000,000 of the 
Flowery Land. They may run some dan- 
ger from the astrologers, the sharks and 
the dragons they have thrown out of busi- 
ness. But they ought to be able to IK ako 
head against them, for they are already 
under the most distinguished patronage. 


Li Hung Chang, "tho Bismarck of 


China," has openly expressed his approval 
of the new movement, and a graduate of a 
similar college of medicine of Tientsin 
practices within tho sacred precincts of 
the imperial palace. The aim, of the pro- 
moters of the undertaking is to have theso 
teaching institutions recognized at homo, 
so that promising students may be sent 
hero to finish their course. 


At present tho period of study in China 


counts for nothing at a British medical 
school, and the candidate has to begin all 
ivor again in order to qualify in our exam- 
nations. Tbe Chinese could hardly fail 
,0 do justice to such an opportunity, for 
Jiey have no lack of application. Dr. Ho 
£ai gained his diploma at Aberdeen with 
•ery high honors and also passed his ex- 
_mination before the College of Surgeons. 
Jut even this was not well as a doctor, and 
,ie read for both professions at the hame 
:ime. Moreover, he had to begin by h-aru- 
ng the language in which ho carried on 
ils studies.—London News.

MniiufiictdVo of I'ins in England. 


Iu England the ordinary domestic pin had 


become In the Fifteenth century an article 
of sufficient importance to warrant legisla- 
tive notice. An act of parliament paeued 
in HB'J prohibited tho importation of pins. 
As a necessity of the toilet pins were intro- 
duced into England in the latter part of 
the Fifteenth century by Catherine How- 
ard, queen of Henry VIII, who received 
them from France. 


Very good pins were made at this period 


of brass, but a large portion of them were 
made of iron, which were blanched and 
sold for brass pins. In ordor to prevent 
this imposition upon the good people of 
England, parliament, in ]S43, passed an act 
providing thut "no person shall put to sale 
any pins but such asahall bo double headed 
and have the heads soldered fast to tho 
shanks of tbo pins, well smoothed, the 
shanks well shapen, the points well round- 
ed, (lied, canted and sharpened." 


England 
continued to depend upon 


France for its supply of pins till the year 
l«2ti, when John Tilsby introduced tho 
manufacture into Gloucestershire. 
His 


business grow to such an extent that it is 
said he gave employment to about 1,500 
persons; at any rate, his pins— Stroud pins, 
as they were called— gained a high reputa- 
tion. In 1080 the manufacture was intro- 
duced into Bristol and Birmingham, the 
latter place ultimately becoming the great 
center of the industry.— Washington Post.
